TWO BILLION 


PRESIDENT ISSUES STATEMENT 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 8.—In a statement issued follow- 


ing the adjournment of congress, President Wilson called at- 
tention to the helpful and humane legislation passed and de- 
clared that while he regretted additional legislation dealing 
with the recent dispute between the railroads and their em- 
ployea had not been completed he had every reason to believe 
the question would be taken up immediately after congress 
reassembles. 


The president's statement follows: 
"A very remarkable session of congress has just closed, 


full, as all recent sessions of the congress have been, of help- 
ful and humane legislation which constitutes contributions of 
capital importance to the defense, the economic progress and 
the wholesome life of the country. 


"It is to be regretted that the 
session 
could - not have 


continued long enough to complete the program recently 
pro- 


jected with regard to the accommodation of labor disputes 
between the railways and the employees. 


"But it was not feasible in the circumstances to continue 


the session any longer and therefore only the most important 
parts of the program could be completed. 


"The rest, it is agreed, has merely been postponed until 


it can be more maturely deliberated and perfected. 
I have 


every reason to bulieve that it is the purpose of the leaders of 
the two houses immediately uponthereasscmblingof congress to 
undertake this additional legislation., It is evidence that the 
country should be relieved of the anxiety which must have 
been created by recent events with regard to the future ac- 
commodation of such disputes."

early date it had no objection to 
him paying for the sewer work. 
Mr. Calvert then declared his in- 
tention of presenting the voucher 
amounting to $345.07 to the city 
auditor for payment. 


Mr. Calvert 
frankly acknowl- 


edged having authorized the con- 
struction of a sewer 
on private 


ground once but said it was done 


order to abate a nuisance. This 


sewer lie said was located on E. J. 
Zeigler's property near Third and 
Madison streets and the taps Mr. 
Ziegler took out almost equalled 
the cost of the scwcr. 


City Engineer Samuel G. Har- 


per told council that the. street

nicipal election, was 
filed with 


Thomas O'Neal, clerk of the vil- 
lage council Thursday evening by 
Charles Dixon nslciug for the an- 
nexation ot the village to Ports- 
mouth. A certificate was filed 
with the local board of election _at 
the same time, signifying the in- 
tention of'the petitioners to ask 
for annexation. 


J. P. Johnicy, deputy clerk of 


the Board of Election, gave the 
petitioners a certified copy of the 
votes cast in the last municipal 
election. The number of votes 
cast was 528. 


Upon filing a petition contain- 


ing twenty-five per 
cent of the 


electors voting at the last munici- 
pal election and the notification 
of the board of election, the ques- 
tion is then submitted to the vot- 
ers o[ both the village and Ports- 
mouth for final decision. Under 
the statutory requirements, the 
citizens will decide the question 
in the November election.
